Civil War Pay Vouchers— 

A Curious Form of Wartime Money 

During the summer of 1863 Connecticut Volunteers, as part of the Union Army, were stationed 
on several of the outer islands along the South Carolina coast. After the fall of Savannah, Georgia, 
the Connecticut troops were stationed at Hilton Head Island, while others served on Morris Island 
during the siege of Charleston. 

Because of the troops’ dangerous and remote location, it was impossible to pay the troops in regular 
funds. The transporting of money onto these areas during wartime would have been risky. 

As a substitute, the pay¬ 
master general of the state of 
Connecticut issued pay 
vouchers which could be re¬ 
deemed by the soldiers at a 
later date, or perhaps ex¬ 
changed on sight for goods 
they wanted to purchase. 

We have acquired a small 
hoard of these interesting 
vouchers as pictured. Each 
is good for ten dollars and 
lists the person to whom 
the funds are to be paid, as 
well as several interesting sig¬ 
natures. 

Such historic documents are quite scarce as each was redeemed. Like a modern-day check each is 
endorsed on the reverse. 

Each voucher measures approximately 7-3/8 x 3-7/16 inches, and will grade EF. 

If you like history, or you are a Civil War buff, or if you just enjoy owning unusual things, then 
you will certainly want one or more of these vouchers for your collection.

If one were to stage a popularity contest for American coin series. Liberty 
Walking half dollars would be at or near the top of the list! Designed by noted 
sculptor Adolph A. Weinman, the motif made its debut in 1916. The goddess Miss 
Liberty striking forward with the rising sun in the background, is reminiscent of 
Saint-Gaudens' famous MCMVII High Relief $20 motif and, in fact, was undoubtedly 
inspired by it. 

Liberty Walking half dollars can be collected in several ways. A good way to 
begin is with a "short set" from 1941 to 1947, which takes you through the end of 
the series. Another popular way to go is with an expanded short set beginning 
from 1933 and continuing to 1947. Or, you can go all the way and start with 1916. 

We recently purchased an old-time holding of Liberty Walking half dollars.

Wartime Money _ 

From the Siege of Charleston 

During the summer of 1863, Connecticut Volunteers, as part of the Union Army, were stationed on Morris Island during 
the siege of Charleston, South Carolina. Because of the troops’ dangerous and remote location, it was impossible to pay the 
soldiers in regular money. Transporting cash into this area would have been far too risky. 

As a substitute, the paymaster general of the state of Connecticut issued pay vouchers which could be redeemed by the 
soldiers at a later date, or perhaps exchanged on sight for goods they wanted to purchase.

The Principal Coins 
of the American Colonists 


M ost everyone has heard about “Pieces of Eight.” Mention 
of these coins conjures up thoughts of vast treasures, 
hostile unsettled areas of the world, and great sea battles 
between pirates and forces loyal to the crown. 

Far fewer people realize that these coins, which were pro¬ 
duced at several Spanish mints in the New World, were wide¬ 
ly accepted and well used in the American colonies. 

Being of good silver and struck in convenient denomina¬

At the time this note was issued, paper was in very short supply 
and thus remainders from previous printings were conserved and used 
for other issues. 

While the county promises to pay the bearer 25c for the note, the 
“fine print” goes on to say that they will pay off when notes in the sum 
of five dollars (or its multiple) are presented for redemption! Thus an 
individual or business would have to accumulate 20 notes before cash¬ 
ing them in. 

Local legend has it that the county clerk, C.A. Shepard, carried the 
notes home where family members signed, numbered, and bundled the 
notes. This would explain why, in each case, the signature is followed 
by the word “for’—which, of course, means that another person had 
signed the name.
